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TV  Networks  Bar 
New  Film  On  Christ 
An  Outside  Witness 

Religious  New*  Service  reports 
that  a  new  film  on  the  crucifixion 
and  resurrection  of  Christ,  *  I  Be¬ 
held  Ilia  Glory"  was  rejected  for 
TV  showing  by  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  and  the 
Columbia  Broadcasting  System. 

Tlie  action  of  tliese  two  televis¬ 
ion  networks  was  based  partly  on 
the  screen  characterisation  of 
some  Jews  and  their  relationship 
to  the  'death  of  Christ.  In  other 
words,  they  said,  “It  might  offend 
Jewish  spectators.” 

To  their  credit,  ABC  and  Du¬ 
mont  Television  network*  agreed 
heartily  to  accept  the  film  and 
recommend  it  to  their  stations. 

Evidently,  the  TV  stations  them¬ 
selves  did  not  agree  with  NBC  and 
Columbia  for  of  T10  available  sta¬ 
tions,  it  is  reported  that  130  sta¬ 
tions  carried  the  film. 

None  of  those  who  previewed 
the  film,  including  some  Jews, 
with  the  exception  of  those  named 
above,  seemed  to  think  it  offen¬ 
sive  except  a  few  of  the  Jews  who 
were  invited  to  preview  it. 

This  rejection  by  the  two 
broadcasting  companies  has  raised 
an  important  issue  for  Christians. 

It  involves  the  freedom  of  re¬ 
ligion.  The  issue  is  whether  we 
may  televise  a  film  which  repre¬ 
sents  the  Gospel  story. 

We  have  often  heard  Jewish 
s|>cakers  present  religion  from 
their  standpoint.  The  Catholics  do 
the  same.  They  are  entitled  to 
tliat  privilege.  So  are  we. 

If  the  above  named  film  was 
true  to  the  facts,  the  networks 
were  wrong  in  rejecting  it. 

If  they  are  going  to  reject  every 
film  that  is  objectionable  to  some, 
we  suggest  that  they  cut  nut  the 
films  advertising  beer  and  cigar¬ 
ettes.  We  object  to  those.  And  we 
are  not  akme  in  this.  Millions  of 
others  despise  the  almost  constant 
bla.  bln,  bla  about  beer  and  cigar¬ 
ettes  and  their  many  wonderful 
qualities. 

Regardless  of  the  higher  up  re¬ 
jection,  as  stated  above,  130  of  140 
stations  did  carry  it  and  the  world 
still  stands.  * 

At  least  the  NBC  and  Columbia 
networks  should  be  consistent.

Outside  Interference 

The  February  issue  of  Missions 
(American  Baptist  Mission  maga¬ 
zine),  which  takes  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  to  task  because  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convenion  was  not  offi¬ 
cially  represented  at  a  recent  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  National  Council  of 
Church.  According  to  the  article, 
“It  is  unthinkable  that  some  7,- 
000,000  Southern  Baptists  could 
continue  to  live  in  ecclesiastical 
isolationism  by  their  refusal  to 
join  with  their  fellow  Christians 
of  30  other  denominations.” 

At  the  meeting  in  Denver.  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists  accomplished  three 
things,  all  negative,  according  to 
Missions: 

(1)  Southern  Baptists  missed  the  fel¬ 
lowship.  the  inspiration,  and  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  cooperative  American  Protest¬ 
antism. 

(I)  The  National  Council  of  Churches 
was  deprived  of  the  contribution  to  evan. 
gelical  fervor  and  evangelistic  which 
Southern  Baptists  could  have  given. 

(S)  The  Baptist  witness  to  historic 
Baptist  principles  was  sadly  weakened. 
Northern  Baptist*  had  to  carry  the  load 


alooo.  They  should  hava  had  tfaa  support 
of  Southern  Baptists 

We  do  not  believe  that  Southern 
Baptists  misned  much  and  we  do 
believe  that  we  gained  more  than 
we  missed.  It  is  true  that  we  did 
not  have  the  fellowship.  But  be¬ 
cause  of  the  number  of  meetings 
that  we  are  having  these  days 
from  one  end  of  the  land  to  the 
other  there  is  no  sitortage  of  fel¬ 
lowship.  Some  things  are  more 
valuable  than  fellowship.  We  do 
net  doubt  the  earnestness,  high 
ideals,  of  the  National  Council 
members. 

However,  Baptists  are  entitled  to 
freedom  of  action,  and  do  no!  de¬ 
serve  to  be  eluded  by  those  who 
have  other  views.  They  are  en¬ 
titled  to  their  views,  but  we  are 
entitled  to  ours.  We  do  not  think 
we  would  get  anything  out  of  join¬ 
ing  the  National  Council  of 
Churches. 

Certainly  we  seem  to  have  done 
very  well  on  the  outside.  Our 
growth  has  been  marvelous. 
Whereas,  Southern  Baptists  used 
to  be  the  almost  forgotten  part  of 
Baptists,  now  we  far  outnumber 
the  Northern  Baptists  and  do  not 
have  the  doctrinal  controversy,  di¬ 
vision  and  disunion  that  they 
have. 

As  we  have  often  said,  the  only 
thing  that  Baptists  get  out  at 
union  is  slang.

“The  collapse  of  the  old  order 
has  left  an  Ideological,  a  spiritual 
vacuum  in  Western  Europe,”  Dr. 
Kenneth  Scott  Latourette  of  Yale 
Divinity  School  told  a  packed 
chapel  crowd  at  the  New  Orleana 
Seminary  March  IS.  "Commun¬ 
ism  has  entered  into  that  vacuum 
because  it  ia  better  organized  and 
more  ruthless  than  any  ether 
force.” 

Dr.  Latourette  delivered  the  an¬ 
nual  Layne  Lectures.  Hia  general 
topic,  to  be  expanded  into  a  book 
later,  was,  “Christian  World  Mia 
sions  in  Our  Day." 

“A  new  age  began  in  1914,"  he 
said.  This  age  has  been  charac¬ 
terized  as  a  time  of  war.  "Yet,” 
he  added,  I  do  not  believe  that  a 
third  world  war  is  inevitable.” 

This  also  is  an  age  V  revolution: 
there  are  vast  movements  of  pop¬ 
ulation  all  over  the  world.  Ruling 
dynasties  have  been  swept  away 
and  various  so-called  republics  set 
up 

The  decline  of  Western  Europe 
he  i  effected  the  Christian  enter¬ 
prise  the  we  rid  ever,  he  said. 
There  have  been  stirrings  in  Afri¬ 
ca,  and  vast  stirrings  ef  peeples 
all  ever  the  world,  where  they  are 
demanding  mere  ef  the  geed  things 
ef  life. 

There  has  been  a  numerical  de¬ 
cline  of  Christianity  in  Europe.  In 
what  has  been  called  this  post  j 
Christian  era.  he  said,  some  say  | 
wt  are  witnessing  the  de-christiani  , 
sation  of  Christendom. 

All  these  movements.  Dr.  La¬ 
tourette  pointed  out,  originated  In  , 
what  we  call  Christendom,  and  to 
a  certain  extent  they  are  prover¬ 
sions  of  the  gospel. 

“There  Is  A  Brighter  Side” 

He  brought  out  another  side  of 
the  question,  however.  As  s  pro¬ 
duct  of  all  these  factors  Christiani¬ 
ty  is  more  widely  spread  than  ever  , 
before:  the  spread  being  much 
greater  by  the  Protestants  than 
the  Catholics. 

Christianity  haa  shown  an  amaz¬ 
ing  '  vitality:  it  ia  planted  more 
deeply  among  more  people  today 
than  ever  before.  An  indigenous 
leadership  has  been  developed  In 
most  countries  that  Christianity 
has  entered.
